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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Congloton  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1968. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  population  this  year  which  now 
stands  at  17,400,  rising  from  the  previous  level  of  16,560,  an  increase  of  840. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  report  last  year  we  may  expect  the  increase  to  continue 
taking  into  account  the  considerable  amount  of  development  which  is  occurring  in 
the  various  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  whereas  the  number  of 
deaths  has  remained  stationary. 

There  has  been  no  undue  prevalence  in  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  and 
one  may  expect  a reduction  in  the  notifications  of  measles  as  the  years  go  on 
because  as  has  been  reported  previously  we  are  undertaking  an  intensive  campaign 
against  this  disease  v/ith  new  vaccine  available. 

I must  refer  to  that  section  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report 
dealing  with  the  nuisance  at  Malkins  Bank.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this 
difficult  period  is  now  well  behind  us  but  for  a very  long  time  our  Rural  District 
was  pretty  well  overwhelmed  by  this  serious  industrial  nuisance.  It  was  only  by 
determined  and  forthright  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council  supported  by  their 
Officers  that  this  problem  was  at  long  last  resolved,  satisfactorily.  One  can 
only  hope  that  such  a situation  will  never  again  be  allowed  to  develop  not  only  in 
our  own  District  but  anywhere  else  in  this  County.  Surely  no  planning  permission 
should  ever  be  given  for  an  Industrial  Tip  until  the  Health  Department  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  consider  the  matter  thoroughly. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  we  are  in  the  throes  of  a National 
discussion  on  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  boundaries,  the  argument  mainly 
resting  on  the  grounds  that  a small  Authority  cannot  be  efficient,  or  cannot  give 
the  Public  who  live  in  the  area  the  same  service  as  a larger  Authority.  My 
experience  as  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  relation  to  Congleton  Rural  District 
is  that  the  Public  have  been  well  served  indeed.  Our  Housing  Programme  for 
example,  has  dealt  with  all  our  major  problems  very  satisfactorily  and  the  care 
for  our  elderly  citizens  is  as  good  as  anything  to  be  found  anywhere.  Indeed 
Congleton  Rural  District  have  been  pioneers  in  the  housing  care  for  the  aged.  It 
is  my  view  that  the  people  in  our  District  get  a service  both  from  their 
Councillors  and  Officers  which  is  comprehensive  and  thorough  and  I cannot  see  how 
any  reorganisation  could  very  much  improve  the  situation,  indeed  I fear  we  may 
lose  out  by  being  joined  cn  to  a larger  Unit. 
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Once  again  I must  thank  our  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Kirkham  and 
cur  Engineer  & Surveyor,  Mr.  Birtwistle,  for  the  contribution  they  have  made  to 
this  report  and  Mr.  Molyneux  our  Clerk,  who  is  always  ready  to  give  me  any  help 
I require  to  enable  me  to  carry  out  my  duties.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Child  Health  Clinics* 

It  is  probable  that  in  the  future  there  will  be  various  types  of  clinics 
providing  a preventive  clinical  medical  service  in  the  County.  It  is  likely  that 
they  will  include  child  health,  psychiatric,  geriatric,  middle-aged  or  "anticipatory" 
geriatric  clinics.  Of  these  the  first  to  evolve  will  be  the  child  health  clinic. 

The  need  for  child  welfare  clinics,  infant  welfare  clinics,  well  baby  clinics 
etc.  has  been  the  subject  of  much  discussion  since  the  advent  of  the  National  Health 
Service.  The  facts  that  the  clinic  doctor  could  no  longer  issue  prescriptions  and  in 
the  case  of  a child  who  was  ill  could  do  little  more  than  advise  that  the  child  be 
seen  by  a general  practitioner  were  those  used  as  arguments  for  the  abolition  of 
clinics.  Various  proposals  have  been  made  and  different  experiments  carried  out. 

In  1964  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Central  Health  Services 
Council  established  a Sub-Committee  on  Child  Welfare  Centres  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Sir  Wilfred  Sheldon  who  published  a report  late  in  1967  entitled  "Child  Welfare 
Centres",  and  generally  known  as  "The  Sheldon  Report". 

The  Sheldon  Report. 

Few  of  the  conclusions  or  recommendations  of  the  Sheldon  Report  were  new  but  at 
least  they  were  set  down  as  definite  recommendations  by  an  authoritative  body,  most 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  report  have  been  accepted  by  the  County  Health 
Department , and  it  is  along  the  lines  indicated  by  Sheldon  that  it  is  intended  to 
develop  the  Child  Health  Service  in  Cheshire. 
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The  main  recommendation  of  the  Sheldon  Report  was  : - 

”We  are  in  no  doubt  about  the  continuing  need  for  a preventive 
service  to  guard  the  health  of  children.  We  consider  j-t  wou  c e 
more  appropriate  to  describe  it  as  a child  health  service  an  a 
child  welfare  service.  It  is  our  view  that  in  .the  long  term  it 
will  bo  part  of  the  family  health  service  provided  by  family 
doctors  working  in  groups  from  purpose  built  family  health  con  reo. 

It  is  within  this  concept  that  our  recommendations  are  made. 

The  County  Health  Department  agrees  wholeheartedly  with  this  statement  and 
this  recommendation  summarises  the  County’s  policy.  The  Health  Committee  is 
committed  to  the  establishment  of  health  centres  and  these  will  provide  accommodation 
for  general  practitioner  services  and  for  local  health  authority  services.  It  is 
envisaged  that  more  and  more  general  practitioners  will  become  involved  in  the  local 
authority  services  of  which  the  child  health  service  is  one. 


Since  19&7  each  child  born  in  Cheshire  is  registered  on  the  Computer  which  then 
arranges  for  the  children  to  be  called  for  immunisation  either  at  the  olinic  or  by 
their  own  family  doctor  whichever  the  parent  chooses. 

We  shall  also  use  the  Computer  to  make  special  appointments  for  the  Child  Health 
Clinic  so  that  the  child  can  be  assessed  at  regular  periods  during  its'  early  years 
and  finally  round  about  the  age  of  it  will  have  a pre-schoci  final  modica.1 
assessment  so  that  the  teachers  will  know  of  any  medical  matter  which  is  important 
in  relation  to  the  child's  education. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  thank  all  the  voluntary  helpers  at  all  the  Clinics. 

I am  grateful  to  all  of  them  for  the  support  they  so  readily  give.

The  use  of  this  service  has  grown  enormously  and  the  demand  was  so  great  rna 

it  has  been  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  treatments  after  the  first  six 
monthly  treatments  to  one  treatment  every  two  months.  However,  in  exceptional 
cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  give  the  treatment  more  frequently,  it  is  possible 
to  do  this  under  the  scheme.

£7.  11.  Od.  per  week  in  the  case  of  single  persons.  When  income 
between  £9.  4.  Id.  and  £11.  4.  Od.  per  week  in  the  case  of 
married  couples.

Congletoh  Rural  District  is  supplied  partly  from  the  Mow  Cop  borehole  and 
partly  from  Hurleston  Works  (River  Doe  water) , which  now  forms  the  larger 
proportion  of  the  water  supply.

HOUSING 


The  grov/th  of  the  Rural  District  continues,  comparatively  large  housing 
schemes  being  developed  in  the  Parishes  of  Church  Hulme,  Church  Lawton, 
Goostrey  and  Odd  Rode  and  judging  by  enquiries  made  on  behalf  of  Development 
Companies  the  interest  would  be  much  greater  if  further  areas  of  land  could 
be  made  available.  However  the  inhibiting  effect  of  the  radio  telescope  at 
Jodrell  Bank  is  preventing  development  in  much  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
District.  In  the  south  there  is  a quite  different  deterrent  to  development, 
that  is  the  proposed  South  Cheshire  Green  Belt. 

The  Council  themselves  have  undertaken  very  little  development  over  the 
past  few  years  as  it  appeared  that  their  housing  needs  had  been  met  except  in 
so  far  as  bungalows  for  the  elderly  were  required. 

OWNERSHIP  OF  DWELLINGS,  SHOPS  AND  GARAGES.

LAND  IN  HAND. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  Council’s  ownership,  the  total  acreage  being 
10.277  acres. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

The  Staff  engaged  in  the  maintenance  fluctuated  during  the  year  but  the 
establishment  is  14  and  this  number  was  maintained  with  some  difficulty. 

VEHICLES. 

There  was  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  vehicles  allocated 
to  the  Department. 

PAINTING  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

Whereas  it  has  been  the  policy  for  many  years  to  paint  Council  property 
by  direct  labour  it  was  decided  to  terminate  the  arrangement  and  tenders 
were  invited  for  the  work  from  a selected  list  of  Contractors.  Three  firms 
were  successful  in  their  offers  for  the  external  painting  of  162  dwellings. 

The  cost  of  painting  dwellings  during  1968  was  as  follows 

Houses  ~ from  £22.  14.  Id.  to  £39 • 15*  Pd.  each 
Bungalows  — from  £16.  1.  9d»  to  £16.  8.  2d.  each 
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CENTRAL  HEATING. 

In  December  a contract  commenced  for  the  installation  of  two  night 
storage  heaters  in  50  bungalows  which  were  occupied  by  elderly  peisono. 

Early  reports  from  those  tenants  who  were  first  served  by  this  improvemen 
appear  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  OLDER  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

No  improvements  wore  undertaken  during  the  year. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  AMENITY  FEATURES. 

Satisfactory  maintenance  of  grassed  areas  was  difficult  during  the  year 
because  of  the  lack  of  suitable  staff. 

BUS  SHELTERS. 

No  additional  shelters  were  erected  during  the  year. 


PRIVATE  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 


The  rate  of  building  noted  during  recent  years  has  again  been  maintained. 
In  fact  the  number  of  plans  submitted  was  somewhat  higher  than  for  the  last 
nine  years.

The  treatment  works  which  receive  the  sewage  from  the  two  private  estates 
produced  a satisfactory  effluent  but  the  original  scheme  proposed  for  pumping 
the  sewage  to  the  Snapes  Aqueduct  Sewage  Treatment  Works  should  be  implemented 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Malkins  Bank. 

Works  at  Malkins  Bank  are  far  from  satisfactory  and  should  be  replaced  by 
a pumping  station  at  the  earliest  time  when  Sandbach  Urban  District  Council  can 
receive  the  sewage  into  their  sewers  at  Sandbach  Road.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  establishment  of  one  Foreman,  five  driver/ 
loaders  and  ten  loaders.  There  were  three  resignations  during  the  year  and  the 
vacancies  were  filled.  Following  a successful  twelve  months  operation  of  a 
diesel  Norba/Karrier  screw  type  of  compression  vehicle,  a further  one  has  been 
ordered  in  replacement  of  an  existing  side  loader.  With  this  additional 
compression  type  vehicle,  it  is  hoped  to  continue  the  weekly  collection  of 
refuse  without  further  addition  to  staff  for  some  time.  The  two  men  engaged  on 
the  cesspool  emptier  are  frequently  used  on  refuse  collection  to  maintain  the 
service  and  -ire  particularly  valuable  during  holidays  and  sickness. 

The  Council  have  commenced  a system  of  using  polythene  bin  liners  for 
refuse  collection.  These  are  at  present  limited  to  certain  estate  development 
and  the  bonus  paid  for  collection  of  these  is  half  that  obtaining  at  the  moment 
for  emptying  dustbins.  Strong  plastic  bins  of  3i  cubic  feet  capacity  were  used 
as  an  experiment  with  the  bin  liners  but  were  found  not  to  be  satisfactory  in 
some  cases  owing  to  their  light  weight  proving  some  difficulty  when  extracting 
the  liner.  The  use  of  these  particular  plastic  bins  for  refuse  was  not 
satisfactory  as  normal  handles  are  not  fitted  but  merely  recesses  provided. 

The  Council's  spare  vehicle  was  loaned  to  an  adjoining  authority  for  one 
week  during  repairs  which  were  being  undertaken. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  discussions  with  adjoining  authorities  as  to 
co-ordinated  action  regarding  refuse  disposal.  No  decision  has  been  reached  in 
advance  of  the  Local  Government  Commission's  Recommendations  on  Local  Government 
Reorganisation . 

The  Council  offer  free  tipping  of  house  refuse  and  bulky  refuse  at  their 
Central  Depot  and  offer  a free  collection  of  all  bulky  refuse  from  domestic 
premises.  Publicity  has  been  given  to  this  through  the  Fress  and  through 
circulars  to  all  properties. 

Difficulty  has  occurred  in  common  with  most  authorities  by  unauthorised 
tipping  of  refuse  and  so  very  often  in  particular  beauty  spots.  The  Council 
have  cleared  many  sites  and  have  been  assisted  by  the  local  District  Surveyor 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The  help  was  enlisted  too,  of  volunteer 
schoolboy  parties  from  a local  school  and  much  useful  publicity  was  given  by  the 
Press  to  these  activities.  Legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  for  the  deposit  of 
litter  and  for  the  abandonment  of  a vehicle. 

I was  privileged  to  represent  the  Rural  District  Councils  Association  on 
the  Council  of  Operation  Springclean  which  the  District  Council  fully  supported. 
In  addition  to  actual  works  of  clearing  sites  carried  out  by  the  Council,  much 
interest  was  fostered  locally  in  the  preservation  of  tidiness  and  beauty  of  the 
countryside  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  consciousness  of  civic  pride 
will  continue  to  be  fostered.

Nuisances. 


The  nuisance  from  the  industrial  tip  recorded  in  the  last  two  Annual 
Reports  continued  into  1968.  The  year  commenced  with  monthly  reports 
from  the  owner  as  required  by  the  High  Court  giving  details  as  to  the 
progress  he  was  making  on  remedial  works.  Fifteen  complaints  were 
received  in  January  and  at  the  High  Court  Hearing  on  the  9th  February , 

1968  an  application  was  made  for  Order  of  Sequestration  and  Committal. 

An  Order  of  Sequestration  was  made  but  not  to  be  served  for  three  months. 
The  High  Court  found  that  the  undertaking  he  had  given  regarding  control 
of  the  tip  had  been  broken  in  respect  of  four  out  of  six  items. 

Twenty-one  complaints  were  received  in  March  caused  primarily  by  the  tip 
owner  pumping  the  contents  of  one  area  to  another.  Eighteen  complaints 
in  April,  six  in  June  and  eleven  in  July  and  August  eventually  lead  to 
the  Council  taking  over  the  tip  from  the  owners  by  agreement.  In 
addition  to  the  Council  taking  over  the  tip  v/ith  effect  from  the 
3rd  September,  1968  they  are  to  be  paid  a sum  of  £12,000  by  the  tip 
owners  to  cover  legal  expenses  for  the  Court  action  and  certain  remedial 
works  on  the  tip.  The  take-over  of  the  tip  has  operated  satisfactorily 
and  the  materials  accepted  are  limited  to  those  which  are  quite  clearly 
innocuous.  A Working  Party  is  to  be  set  up  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council 
for  the  reclamation  of  the  tip  area  which  is  some  55  acres  in  extent.  The 
most  popular  proposal  at  the  moment  is  for  conversion  to  a public  golf 
course  for  the  acquisition  of  additional  land. 

An  Abatement  Notice  was  served  in  respect  of  a nuisance  from  barking 
dogs  which  has  been  recurring  over  a considerable  number  of  years.  A 
Nuisance  Order  was  made  by  the  Courts  and  to  date  of  this  report  a fine 
has  been  imposed  for  non  compliance  with  the  Nuisance  Order.

Sewers  were  again  found  to  be  negative  on  test  baiting.  At  approximately 
six  monthly  intervals  meetings  are  held  of  a South  Fast  Cheshire  Workable  Area 
Committee.  At  these  meetings  information  is  given  on  the  latest  control 
methods  for  rodents  and  insects  and  prove  of  great  benefit  in  gaining 
advantage  of  the  latest  technical  progress. 

Water  Supply. 

There  are  37  houses  and  farms  in  this  district  who  receive  an  individual 
private  v/ater  supply.  Of  these  four  houses  -are  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders 
and  one  is  vacant.  In  addition  there  is  a private  water  supply  which  serves 
33  premises  including  four  farms  and  a dairy  in  the  Parish  of  Moreton. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  houses  and  population  in  each 
Parish  and  none  of  these  premises  receive  water  from  a standpipe  but  all  have 
a supply  direct  to  the  houses  from  a public  water  main  with  the  exceptions 
indicated  above.

Three  properties  in  the  Parish  of  Astbury  are  supplied  by  a Water  Board 
with  untreated  water  under  a long  standing  agreement.  The  water  supply  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  negotiations  are 
proceeding  with  the  Board  in  an  effort  to  secure  some  improvement. 

The  water  supply  of  a Hospital  within  the  district  was  sampled  as 
although  it  was  from  the  Board’s  main,  supply  to  individual  wards  was  from 
a storage  reservoir.  The  water  showed  evidence  of  pollution  in  each  of  the 
twelve  samples  which  were  taken.  The  Hospital  Authorities  immediately 
arranged  for  the  use  of  the  storage  reservoir  to  be  discontinued  and  for  the 
Hospital  to  be  connected  throughout  direct  from  the  main. 

During  the  year  thirty-one  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  which  thirteen  proved  unsatisfactory. 


The  Hid  Cheshire  Water  Board  have  now  completed  laying  the  now  main  to 
the  Parish  of  Moreton  and  the  individual  owners  of  the  thirty-three  properties 
in  the  Parish  are  being  requested  to  connect  to  it.  Five  samples  were  taken 
from  this  Moreton  private  supply  during  the  year  of  which  two  proved 
unsatisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

Fifty-two  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petrol  and  are 
visited  annually  by  the  Fire  Officer  and  the  Health  Inspector  alternately. 

One  application  was  receive  for  the  installation  of  a pump  and  bank  note 
acceptor  for  use  on  unattended  self  service  and  the  application  was  refused. 
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Although  the  site  was  in  an  isolated  position,  housing  development  in  the 
area  is  proposed  and  the  Council  were  of  the  opinion  that  some  degree  of 
danger  could  ultimately  occur. 

The  Council  during  the  year  joined  the  Association  for  Petroleum  Acts 
Administration,  North  Western  Branch. 

The  new  model  code  was  adopted  with  the  exception  that  in  view  of  the 
geological  conditions  in  this  area  a brick  chamber  or  concrete  surround 

would  continue  to  be  required  for  underground  tanks. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments. 

There  are  4 such  establishments  in  the  area.  The  Council 
to  include  in  their  standard  licensing  conditions  a requirement 
Inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  should  be  an  authorised  Officer  for 
of  the  Act  with  powers  of  entry  accordingly.
